trend established by four years of 
the Brown administration.

Trees and shrubs which are a- 
bout to blow over should be 
staked and tied securely or your 
other efforts will be wasted.

BY THIS TIME NEXT week 
the atmospheric disturbances that 
have blown hot and cold ’round 
and about our town and state will 
have blown themselves out.

constituents. Between times he 
was improving the general living 
conditions by handouts of largesse 
while carefully hoarding the tax 


payers’ money. These claims actu-. 


ally would make Hercules turn 
pale, and needless to say, it turns 
a great many citizens green; not 
from envy, but possibly from bil- 
jiousness. 

HIS OPPONENT HAS A prob- 
lem in that he is an out instead 
of an in. He obviously does not

have several hundred appointees 
kicking about the counties who 
are feverishly working to main- 
tain the status quo.

Nearly every international 
crisis in recent years has 
brought powerful labor unions 
into conflict with the public. 
Not only have labor leaders 
demanded the right to strike 
defense plants, but have de- 
manded extraordinary privi- 
leges in many ways. 

There now is legislation 
pending in Congress— and 
members say it will be pushed 
next. winter — to prohibit 
strikes in missile and other 
plants, this could create a 
major legislative battle. 

Congress, by close votes, re- 
jected the most extreme pro- 
posals for regimentation of 
agriculture. But already lead- 
ers of leftist groups are re- 


ment control of agriculture. 

Tax. legislation becomes of 
increasing importance. To this 
date, Administration leaders 
have said proposals would be 
made for a reduction in cor- 
porate and individual income 
taxes from top to bottom. 

Only recently Secretary of 
the Treasury Dillon said: “The 
need for investment—and in- 
vestment now—is apparent.” 
There has been widespread 
recognition that extremely 
high individual and corporate 
tax rates have discouraged in- 
vestment. 

While the Administration 
has been talking generally of 
its tax reduction plan, a group 
of congressional liberals has 
been laying plans to sabotage 
this kind of tax reduction. In- 
stead, they propose only re- 
ductions in the lowest income 
brackets on the ground that 
more purchasing power is 
needed. 

Admittedly, the interna- 
tional situation—the extent of 
the defense build-up and op- 
erations—can change com- 


proposals with 
taxes. 

The recent Congress—known 
as the first $100 billion Con- 
gress—was accused by some 
of its own members of a flag- 
rant disregard of the rules of 
fiscal solvency in the making 
of lavish and unnecessary ap- 
propriations. 

The fiscal situation of the 
government is certain to be a 
matter of major concern to 
the nation. Again business ob- 
servers say it is vital that the 
Congress be composed in ma- 
jority of members who know 
how destructive irresponsibil- 
ity in fiscal affairs can be to 
the nation.

One of these is the highly 
regarded Superior Judge Thomas 
Coakley of Mariposa County, the 
Republican nominee. 


Judge Coakley has a fine legal 
background. He was, for three 
years, deputy attorney general of 
the state. During nine years as 
Superior Judge, he has served 
the cause of justice in 39 counties. 


He has heen president of the 
State Bar Association, a member 
of the Committee of Bar Exam- 
iners, has worked with the Judi- 
cial Council of California, and 
boasts a J6-year record as a suc- 
cessful lawyer in private practice. 


Many attorneys in Los Ange- 
les County know and respect him 
because of his appearance on the 
bench in civil and criminal courts 
here at various times. 


Judge Coakley’s opponent is 
the incumbent, Stanley Mosk, a 
Democrat. 


The Herald-Exaininer is sup-
